Contributions 
should  be  made  out  to  the  Iowa  Numismatic  Association  and  forwarded  to  Bev 
Ashton,  INA  Secretary/Treasurer. 

Club  meetings  are  a  mainstay  of  our  hobby  and  the  roots  from  which  all 
numismatic  organizations  grow.  Support  them  with  your  attendance  and  partici¬ 
pation.  I  am  a  strong  believer  in  the  educational  aspects  of  our  hobby  and  that  we 
all  have  a  lot  of  knowledge  to  be  shared  with  our  club  members.
